The members of the state emergency 


.board properly showed a certain, self-con- 
sciousness, if cot actual embarrassment, re- 
cently when they reluctantly accepted 
.some $60.000 in federal money preferred 
by the federal bureaucracy for a new social 
sen ice program in Wisconsin. 


As explained by the state department of 


health in a perfunctory memorandum, this 
money will be used to experiment in a par- 
ticular locality '.riih programs designed to 
help the sged and chronically ill patients 
of stale and public nursing homes to help 
themselves. If inore of-them can be trans- 
ferred to "ambulatory" classifications, as 
the social workers put it, the costs of such 
institutional care will be reduced. 


In the phrase that has become almost a 


litany on such occasions the officials said, 
••We'll save money in the long run." 


Aside from wondering when this "long 


run" will occur, we are compelled to ex- 
hibit some curiosity about the circum- 
stances of this anxious grant of U. S. tax- 
payers" money. If this is a really practical 
program, as it .probably is. why can't the 
state finance it out of its own resources? 
The 
state department of health 
made 


many appearances before the legislature 
•when it laid out its budget needs for the 


bienm'um. But this matter was never 
touched upon. 


Our own legislature has many conscien- 


tious and able men concerned about social 
welfare. Nobody has ever proposed any- 
thing like this — out of state funds. Gov. 
Thomson offered this year a generous bun- 
dle of appropriation requests, in anybody's 
definition. But there was nothing like .this 
in that bundle. 


Moreover we are told that similar ex- 


periments are under way in other states. 
Would it cot then be ;he course of pru- 
dence to a\vait the results of these demon- 
strations elsewhere? 


The fact that these grants are offered 


so generally to state departments around 
the country makes us suspicious. Like 
many other federal grants-in-aid, the pur- 
pose here is to invent a new form of soend- 
ing that the states and localities haven't de- 
vised for themselves. It is a way of bribing 
the people of Wisconsin with their own 
U. S. tax money. How often have we heard 
the refrain that echoed out of the emer- 
gency board's chamber the other day: i-If 
we don't take the money it will lapse and 
will be spent elsewhere!"' 


These are the things that make the goal 


of economical government and prudent, 
taxation so illusory and sometimes, it 
seems, almost hopeless.

Nor can we have 
spent projectiles dropping on unsuspecting 
citizens. 


This rocket firing business will have to 


l)e curtailed and carefully controlled or we 
will have a greater menace in our school 
yards than anything the Russians have of- 
fered so far. Some of the propellants being 
used in the homemade rockets are extreme- 
ly dangerous as they can react with oxygen 
and explode at normal temperatures. The 
missile program should be left to the mili- 
tary.

For instance, during the 


T r u m a n administration, 
whereas the Russians were 
contained in Europe, they 
oroke out into Asia where 
they took half of Korea. haU 
of Vietnam, neutralized Bur- 
ma, limited the freedom of 
action of India. Today, the 
communists are conducting 
B full-fledged revolution in 
Indonesia which can do more 
than the Bandung conference 
to weaken American influ- 
ence ir Asia and Africa. In 
fact, the Cairo conference of 
Asian and African nations, 
now in session, hardly is no- 
ticed in our newspapers: yet 
upon such a conference may 
depend war or peace, sur- 
vival for many nations, in- 
cluding the United States. 


U. S. to Blame 


The United States is en- 


tirely to blame for the de- 
bacle of order in Indonesia- 
It was American policy to 
insist upon Indonesian self- 
government, which meant 
driving out -our allies, the 
Dutch. The Indonesians were 
neither politically nor eco- 
nomically ready for self-gov- 
ernment. As long as the 
Dutch were v. jlhng to remain 
to conduct the business for 
the Javanese and other Indo- 
nesians, 
the 
ecor.ornj- of 


these rich isiar.ds was rnain- 
l a i n e d. The communists 
spread their influence, par- 
ticularly among the Chinese 
who as a mercantile middle 
class constitute a large popu- 
lation in Indonesia. When 
Sukarno admitted commun- 
ists into his government, he 
cut his ov. n political throat. 
At any rate, he is leaving the 
country, for his health, while 
the Dutch arc fieeing the 
area and the estates are be- 
ing confiscated and neglect- 
ed — a condition which may 
require years to correct. 


Is Indonesia outside the 


line of our interest? What if 
red China creates satellite 
states as Soviet Russia cre- 
ated satellite states, will it 
not be possible for Russian 
and Chinese communists to 
squeeze us cut of Asja. as vie 
haver been squeezed out of 
eastern Europe and as th« 


nore SG little as Turkey. 


And what was said about 


those questions? Has a line 
been draOTi? At Yalta. Stalin 
tried to divide the world 
with. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Prior to Wo.-Id war II. Stalin 
and Hitler had divided the 
world between them in the 
Molotov-Rihbentrop P a c t . 
Khrushchev apparently has 
some such Idea in mind, 
namely, that he and Eisen- 
hower. if they met face to 
face, could save the world 
from a destructive war by 
dividing it between Soviet 
R u s s i a and the United 
States. 


Partners With Russia 


Then we could be partners 


with Russia in the enslave- 
ment of free peoples to either 
our yoke or Khrushchev's. 


After all, we did, during 
World war n, force large 


- bodies of Russian defectors 


to go back to Russia to be 
killed and we have Ignored 
the murder of the Hungar- 
ians after our broadcasts had 
encouraged them to believe 
that if they struck for free- 
dom, we would be there to 
support them. We were not 
there. A p a r t from some 
speeches in the United Na- 
tions, we have done nothing 
for the Hungarians. Why 
then should those who seek 
freedom among the satellites 
ever trust us? Why should 
our milk-toast diplomats not 
agree to a division of the 
world if that will look like 
peace and keep the president 
in the illusion of peace? 


It all comes back to the 


word, line. At any rate. Har- 
-ry Truman, being of a sim- 
pie nature, knew that you 
draw a line and tell a fellow 
that if he dares to cross it. 
he goes at his own risk. Our 
present rulers, being more 
complex, dare not draw such 
a line, lest their bluff be 
called. 


So they talk platitudes 


while time's a-wasting. But 
platitudes do not win wars.
